PROJECTS LOCATED THROUGHOUT LIBYA. DELEGATION WAS RECEIVED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BY MANY LIBYAN FIGURES INCLUDING ARMED FORCES C-I-C 
BRIG. ABU BAKR YUNIS JABIR.
